Hpoke for two an(jl 9 lialf hou'rB to ^ a y 
on the Panama situation and.discussed at 
longrtli/the action of the president in con­ 
nection with the Pianama revolt. II« said 
the act of congress had been an instrvict- 
ion to scciire a canal at a certain point. 
No objection had| been made to the Hay- 
ilcrran treaty, except that too great con- 
cefvsslons had been made to Colombia, 
and not withstanding these concessisons 
the treaty had been sumarily rejected by 
lh(V Colombian congress. 
Colombia had 
from the start sought to secure more mon­ 
ey for ihe canal right; Lodge asserted, 
and he quoted Minister Beaupre’s corers- 
pondence in support of this statement. 
Not only had there been „an effort to se­ 
cure more from the Uitìtcd States, but 
there also was an attempt to squeeze the 
J’anania Canal company. Lodge also re­ 
ferred, to tiie* effort on the part of Co­ 
lombia to .secure promises from Uerm«uiy 
.Jiia tîreat Britain to take up the canal 
project. ÏAJüge dwelt at some length on 
Uiit, incident, declâring t|ie invUation to 
thcijc European powers to Iniild a canal 
on the western henilî3ph.erc Vv peoplie 
whose very existence depends upon tfie 
njuinienanee of tho Moriroc dpcfriiie, la 
very extraordinary,

Two iinptirtant witnesses were discov­ 
ered to day in the persons of Charlear 
Koi«jtcr and .Henry’ Sander, real estate 
dealers. They were passing the Iroqqois 
theatre when tl»e. 
jl^roWe out and de­ 
clare the doors weré kept closed by 
ushiprs and attendants In the lobby for 
nearly live minutes a f t^ the flre was 
dlsd^vered on the stage. 


Flbrcinan Jones of the Fuller Confittuc- 
lion company said by witnesses to have 
smashed in-the skylight of the theatre 
aft¿r the fire had been found, _ was 
examined to day In conncctfoh with the 
allogatiou that an attempt was made to 
destroy evidence. 


Joseph A. Daugherty, who tried to lower 
the'asbestos curtain on the fatal'day, to 
day provided Attorney Fulkerson, of the 
lire department»,-with ^ new theory of 
the curtain’s failure to work. 
Daugh­ 
erty declared diiri^ig^ ft m^tin^e, perform­ 
ance two wcç|£s;^àgo;. tire bro^o put on the 
.Iroquois .stagfl, *lnit was oxtlngüishei^. 
On that - occi^lon pangherty. said an at­ 
tempt to lo.wer. the fiibe cui^in -resulted 
W'Us striking a-plank ü i ^ as a ^ t - 
^Jorm from which to.operate the **spor’ 
light. ^/Daugh(^y. declared'in dècending 
,th«»Jcurtain struck the ^lank, resulting in 
the catastrophe just as it did a few days 
before.

Daugherty declares he spoke of It at 
t^e.time of the flre, but no attention wa.s 
paid to his ■ w'arnlng. In his o^nion, if 
the curtain had been run dow^n during: the 
fatal matinee, the ll^es ’of many, if not 
all vlctimK of ‘ the disaster might iiave 
been saved. It was .only !>>' the nierest 
chahce a panic was averted rás a result 
of the 
flre. Daughterty’s statement 
was made under oath,- Speaking of the. 
skylights on the day o$^ thé first flre 
3augherty declared tho skyilghts above 
the stage were closed, asiWere vetllators 
between the skylights. The latter w’ere 
designed to create an upward draught in 
<îasé of fire. 
TTie ventilators were op- 
erat^éd by a lever, büt Itougherty de­ 
clared no attempt was made to open 
"thein. 
Last Wednesday the ventilators 
were in perfect condition he said and 
had been operated a number of times 
lately.

Jones said ho took thè three Iron 
workers up ^>n the theatr€^"roof,- removed 
the scantlings which., bj^clted the :*ky- 
lightii and found the lights tied with wire 
inside. He broke two panes of glass, got 
the wires off and opened the light.«?. Ask­ 
ed why he went on the roof, he said ^ho 
heard the north wall^ had cracked and he 
went to see if It was tru’e. When asked 
why he took three iron workers to inspect 
a brick wall, Jones wàs confused and 
finally answered that thj^y went .with him 
out of curio.^Uy. He a<^^tted they help­ 
ed him open the .<;kyll|^ts and worked 
with him about the roof |ialf an hour. He 
admitted that w’hen ho wlrit to the theatre 
he should hare been in'f another building 
where he had been working. He said he 
went to the theatre of «his own accord arid 
without instructions of. the 
company. 
When asked how' he was going to explain 
to the company that employed him why 
he had taken three of their employ&s and 
kept them with him for practically an 
hour in order to satisfy his- curiosity, 
Jones could make no satisfactory reply.

Chicago, Jan. 5.—Frank, Jager and John 
Jager, well known throughout the United 
State.5 as mining stock brókéirs and pro­ 
moters, were arrrested this afternoon on 
complaint of Postofflee Inspector Kerch- 
am*on charge of , using the mails to de­ 
fraud. The arrests were ordered by gov'- 
emment officials after inquiry into the 
business niethods of èhe Model Gold Min­ 
ing company ^|tnd J a ^ r Oil company, of 
which concerns Frank Jager Is president 
and treasurer, and John Jager secretary. 
Upw'ards of |â0cs,ooi) is involved in the case 
and federal authorities vj^eclare sensa­ 
tional developments will ^ made when 
tho' prisoners are arraigned. They were 
released on 13,000 ball.

“The Mod^rn Woodmen qf Ameri­ 
ca, a fraternal beneficiary society, 
was founded by Joseph Cullen Root, 
of Lyons, IoWa. The first ;cauap,Pio 
neer Camp, No. 1, which was organiz­ 
ed in that city, Jan. 5,1883, was coni 
posed of twenty-one members. From 
this camp/the first ¡trovisional heac 
camp officers were ¿leefed 
"The Royal Neighbors of America 
was organized in the year 1892 as 
purely social- ladies* auxiliary to the 
Modem Woothhen of Am<kriea. 
In 
1895 the beneficiary department of 
the Royal Neighbors of America was 
established, the membership of which 
department was at that time confin­ 
ed to those holding membership in 
the Modern Woodmen^ of America 
and theirs wojhen relatives. This so­ 
ciety is managed entirely by women 
with the exception of the beneficiary 
committee, consisting of three men 
During the year 1894, and part of'the 
year 1895^ while the original 'laws 
and rules of the society were 111 force 
a table of assessment rates was es 
tablished which provided for the ad 
mission of members from 17 to 50 
years of age. In 189T, the maximum 
age limit wds reduced from 50 to 45 
years, and this continues to be the 
limit at the present time.
